She has never 
been heard of since although sll 
possible enquiries have been made.

COAL AND POLICY. 


SILESLA AND THE BUER. 

Lieut.-Colone) Repingtan writes to 
the Daily Telegraph from Mayence 
on May 30 as follows :— 

In this warlike peace, which is 
causing the continent of Europe such 
serious agitation, it is s curious fact, 
but less curious as we look at it more 
closely, that the main interest of 
gtatesmanship tends to centre upon 
the coal-fields, which, with‘ the 
vast industries depending on them, 
arouse more jealousies, more am- 
bitions; and more angry passions than 
Ophir, Golconda, and thé Rand com- 
bined can ever have inspired. 

There is not-s hearth or home, and 
still less an industry, that is not main- 
ly dependent on coal for warmth, 
light, heat, or power. Until we have 
harnessed the tides and the rivers, 
coal is the one indispensable raw 
material of trade, and for all the heavy 
industries dominated by the kings of 
iron and steel it isa sine qua non to 
obtain control, in ane form or another, 
of this fundamental basis of modern 
production. 

It is for these reasons, and because

of a most embittered phe 
possession of what is regarded us the 
source’ of all power and riches. So 
farious is this rivalry, and so power- 
fal the interests and - personalities 
concerned with it, that many believe 
that future wars will be caused, not 
. by Napoleans like those of the past, 
but by the future Napoleons of in- 
dustry—namely, one or other of those 
great industrial magnates who may 
have acquired, or may wish to.acquire, 
by the operations not of armies, but 
of mighty syndicates, Ict us say, 
Upper, Silesia or the Ruhr. The 
political, industrial, and military pre- 
dominance arising from the possession 
by any one Power of the great. coal- 
Fields of the European continent have 
made it a common interest of all 
States to prevent the acquisition of a 
coal monopoly in Europe by any one 
nation. ‘It is the old and vencrable 
English policy which is coming 
again before us in a new guise. 
Continental Europe has passed 
through the most horrible experiences 
hy having been forced to subdue, with 
. the aid of England and the United 
> States, a Power which had almost 
acquired this monopoly in July, 1914, 
and became even more the master of 


coal, iron, and steel by the seizure of” 


‘Belgium, Northern France and -Po- 


land, and by the alliance with Austria. 
The predominance thereby acquired 
by Germany in the provision of all 
material of war became so over- 
whelming that continental Europe 
would undoubtedly have been en- 
slaved had not the. Anglo-Saxon 
nations come to her aid. It is a 


danger that Europe cannot willingly | 


incur again, and, therefore, it is quite 
time for us all to look round and ta 
study the question of the coalfelds 
from this higher etandpoint of our 
common security. 

TBE SILESIAN COALFIELD. 

If we begin with Silesia, we notice 
that in this part of Europé the very. 
rich seams of coal which I described 
in letters from Upper Silesia extended, 
before the war, not only over that 
particular area, but over Russian 
Poland and Austrian Galicis, not 
quite half. of the coalfield being in 
German hands. Germany had 48.6 
per cent. of the coal measures, 
Austria 43.5 per cent. and Russia 
7.9 per cent, The peace entirely 
ehanged the situation, and by the 
latest estimates, which include all 
coal the existence of which is proved, 
Poland now possesses 52 per cent. 
cent., 
and Czecho-Slovakis -15 per cent. 
Austria, deprived of nearly all her 


‘coal, sank inte the abject position 


which I have recently described. 

Whatever claims Poland has to 
Upper Silesia on the score of plebiscite 
votes, she has none on the score of 
coal, since she already possesses the 
Hon’s share of the Silesian coalfields 
as a whole, and if she has not exploited 
her share scientifically, this is, in- 
deed, no cause for blame to a young 
State, but is also no good reason why 
she should covet the mines of those 
who have. It is the belief amongst 
the German experts who know these 
coalfields well that Poland could 
easily raise twenty-two million tons 3 
ankats the area of coal measures 
which she possesses, instead of less 
than half that amount which she 
produces now, and she is nearly as 
well placed geographically as Upper 
Silesia to market her produce abroad 
if she cannot consume it at home, and 
even better placed when Russia re- 
covers, 

But it is not Poland nor Germany 
who is alone concerned in this mineral 
tegion. Central “Europe, -including 
Italy, cannot afford to be deprived of 
the Upper Silesian output, on whi 
depend largely  Czecho-Slovakia, 
Austria, Hungary, and Italy, in the 
Proportions which I gave in previous 
letters. The need remains the same, 
even if the industrial triangle goes to 
Poland, but to suppose that the 
latter country, which has made such 
@ poor job of ita own mines, can 
produce the.coal for local use and for
